A great deal of credit is due it for restor- 
ing good relations with Franco, -while its 
part in the adoption of the Dawos repara- 
tions plan was entirely praiseworthy and 
doubt If ss had considerable to do with the 
triumph 01' this policy. 
Dealings with 


Russia Merc 1he least satisfactory of all. 
find the Zmovicv incident played its part 
in the hoa\y defeat of the Laliontrs \o 
one -\\ill accuse MacDonald of duplicity m 
t w 


negotiations with Russia, nor with any 
but the highest motives. 
If lie was made 


a tool of the bolsheviks, it was unwit- 
tingly so. 


The soviet remains an international dis- 


turber, regardless of its claims to virtue. 
It is not to be trusted. 
It is bent upon 


causing trouble in all nations if it can. 
MacDonald and' his entire government 
were intensely national and aimed to up- 
hold British traditions and British inter- 
ests. 


Naturally the return of the Tories to of- 


fice is not received too well in France, 
which has a government somewhat like 
the British labor government, with which 
it has fraternized so well during the last 
six months. 
In one sense, it is strange 


that in the midst of continued unemploy- 
ment and severe economic recession the 
masses 
of 
Great Britain should aban- 


don 
the 
Labor government to go back 


to what in this country would be regarded 
as reactionary. 
Probablv this apparent 


anomaly is explained by the inability of 
the Laborites to improve conditions and 
by reawakened confidence in the older 
and more settled forces of the empire to 
promote prosperity. 
This is what has 


kept the Republican party in power so 
many years in the United States, and it 
is likely to prove effective again in the 
election to be held next Tuesday. 


Great Britain will take a step ahead 


in consequence of the temporary rise of 
labor. Such movements invariably result 
in a net gain in some direction. 
We 


think that is the case in England. 
Reac- 


tion will be less reactionary and liberal- 
ism less radical. 


REVOLUTION BY PROPAGANDA 
Vincente Blasco Ibanez. the Spanish 


novelist, starts a revolution against his 
government on the safe and sane plan. 
He launches it in Paris, far from the Span- 
ish capital and where soldiers or police 
of his native realm cannot apprehend him.

Every 


one who disagrees with Rivera's policy is 
wrong, and Rivera is not only always 
right, but. for the time being, master of 
the dons. 


Ibanez is a propagandist, and is expert 


in the devices of self-advertising. 
He, 


too. 
is always right, especially in reac- 


tionary ideas. He is the opposite extreme 
to Ibanez. and, therefore, is just as radi- 
cal. 


Ibanez takes no risk and exploits him- 


self at trifling expense. 
The Rivera ad- 


ministration cannot last. 
After it tum- 


bles. Ibanez can return home in Spain and 
be a leading publicist. 


We must credit Ibanez with cleverness 


in applying his literary imagination to 
affairs of state. 
The old-fashioned way 


to start a revolution was to revolt. 
Iba- 


nez originates the plan of issuing declara- 
tions from a distant, safe place.

THE DENTAL, HYGIBXIST. 


A letter from a woman who writes "D II'" after 


her name takes me to task for my "w»-ong im 
pression of dental hygiene " and informs me tha1 
there are not as yet a sufficient number of denta 
hvjriemsts to fill the openings in schools and public 
inst'tutions ana private offices. 


Here is a field which should be an inviting one 


for young men and young -women—the practice o! 
dental hygiene. I cannot define exactly what thai 
piactlce includes and what it excludes, nor do I 
know anything definite about the 
requirements 


for admission to a school where the art is taught, 


i but dental hygienists are rapidly filling openings 
' in the o.T'ces of dentists everywhere, and the con- 
ditions''and emoluments of the work seem to be at 
tractive. 


In her letter the dental hygienist tells me she Is 


glad that I have dwelt on the Importance of diet 
as a factor in the preservation of the teeth 
"Peo. 


pie have always known more or less of the tooth- 
brush," she says, "but they cannot believe that diet 
has anvthing to do with the teeth. It is our big 
point. 
~\Ve try to teach mothers particularly that 


ic is the greatest factor in tooth formation. May I 
hope that you will soon be won to the popular idea. 
I am sure you could1 help us in a great many ways, 
we -n ho are as yet but pioneers in the great and 
Slowing field of dental hygiene." 


I am always glad to help any kind of hygiene. 
Let me repeat, therefore, the three main factors 


of diet in relation to the preservation of the teth. 


1 —The more liberal daily use of dairy products. 


the equivalent of not less than a quart of milk per 
day per person. 


1—Leafy vegetables twice a day at any cost. 
3 —Eat some raw vegetable food, cereal or at 


least some raw fruit every day. 


The diet of the expectant mother is of the great- 


est importance m the question of the form-it'on and 
ureservation of her baby's teeth. The cf'et of the 
nursing mother is still a very Important factor, 
but less so than was her diet before the babv was 
bcrn. The diet of the child is still of cons derable 
tmportanct. though perhaps not of greater import- 
ance than, was the mother's diet 


Various chemical or mechanical cleansers are of 


some value for whitening or cleaning the teeth, 
such as the occasional use of dilute peroxide, or 
perhaps a daily soap scrubbing (either plain soap 
or some fancy stuff labelled toothpastel or an oc- 
casional scrubbing- with dry powdered willow char- 
coal, or other nonabrasive detergents. These are 
rather esthetic than hygienic problems, however 
That is. in my opinion it is of no importance whe- 
ther the teeth are kept white or bleached by arti 
ficial means or not, so far as the soundness of the 
teeth and their preservation is concerned. 


Go to 3. dentist if your teeth require cleaning- 


That's the art of the dental hygienist. Go as often 
as you like The dental hygienist, like the dentist 
himself, knows how to clean the teeth without do- 
ing harm 


The mastication of fruit, the leafy vegetables and 


raw vegetables and cereals, wIS clean the teeth as 
adequately as nature ever intended, and provide 
in the bargain the best tooth making material there 
is.

Chlorine Gas For Colds 


Considerable interest attaches to the Presi- 


dent's experiment with chlorine gas as a. cure 
for the very severe cold from whkibi he was suf- 
fering'. A few hours before the President un- 
derwent the treatment, Secretary Weeks jour- 
neyed to the Munitions Building for the same 
purpose and it was at his suggestion that Mr. 
Coolidge underwent the treatment. Secretary 
Weeks took the gas some tome ago, but under 
adverse conditions, as it was administered, in 
his office. The Secretary and President are not 
the first in official life who have submitted to 
the treatment. Many Senators and Represen- 
tatives have reported benefits from its use, and 
at the Capitol there is a chamber where several 
receive daily treatment. President Coolidge 
sat for fifty minutes in an air-tight chamber and 
chatted (?) and read while atmosphere around 
him was being charged with the gas. With the 
President during the time was Lieut. Col. M, 
A* DeLaney, Medical Corps, United States 
Army, who was in charge of the apparatus 
which releases the vapor. •—• Med. Journ. and 
Kecord, New York.
